HOW TO GUARD AGAINST AND PREVENT I’ 
SPREAD. 

The following recommendations, pu 
lished by the Cleveland Health Officer, 
order to benefit those not familiar wil 
the care of this dangerous disease, me 
be useful to mAny in this city, where i 
many are at presept suffering from it :- 

Since diptheria, in a great degree,seen 
to be caused or at least aggravated, t 
filth, especially from that arising iroi 
accumulations of manure, decaying veg 
table matter or other garbage, night soi 
or other materials liable to decompositioi 
from stagnant water, defective drainagt 
etc., it is necessary to keep the premisi 
in every particular as clean as possibli 
Slop waters should not be thrown upo 
tho ground, to soak into it. Sleepin 
rooms should not connect directly wit 
the sewers, from which dangerous gas< 
may arise. Good ventilation is very in 
portant, as is also a pure water supply. 

Children should be thoroughly protec 
ed against all undue exposure to cold an 
dampness. 

As the disease is contagious, sometimi 
highly so, it is very necessary, when 
case occurs in any family, to place tl: 
sick person in a room apart from tli 
other inmates of the house. If this is n< 
practicable tlie isolation should be mad 
as complete as possible ; the nnrmn 
should be performed as far as possibl 
by due person. This course should t 
pursued even in suspected casos, witl 
out even waiting to be advised upo 
this point by a physician. Visitors t 
the infected house should be warned < 
the presence of a contagious disease then 
in, and children particularly should nc 
be admitted. 

Keep your children uway from th 
house, and from intei course with the ii 
mates of houses where the disease pri 

vails. 

As there is eyery probability that dipl 
theria is contagious after death, the fi 
neral sei vices should be strictly private 
from the house and not from the church 
and the corpse should not be exposed t 
view. Do not allow your children to at 
tend the funerals of those who may liav 
died from this disease. 

At the outset the disease is very oftei 
inaidi jus, no local symptoms being com 
plained ef nor recognized by the parent 
until too late for successful treatment 
Ermine yqpr children s throats frou 
time to time, and if any undue rednes 
or swelling is discovered, or, if you are ii 
doubt in regard to appearances, send im 
mediately for your physician in order tha 
treatment, if it is necessary, should b» 
commenced early. This is important

suspicion, nor when it is convalescent 
from the disease, until tlu* attending phy¬ 
sician deems it perfectly safe for it so 
to do. 

During sickness the d'S'dlMV- f* , ° m 
the tUwut »nd nose should not be allowed 
to remain iu the room. If collected in a 
vessel they should be disinfected by car¬ 
bolic acid, chloride • f zinc, Ac , and then 
effectually removed. These disinfectants 
should be usad somewhat freely in the 
sick room. All cloths *»y rags used about 
ihe patient should be immediately burn¬ 
ed. Such articles as towels, haiidker- 
cliijfs, Ac., which can not be destroyed, 
should net be used in connection with 
the prftieut. All clothes and bedding 
used by the patient should be, upon re 
moyal, boLkd for an hour or more in a 
weak solution of chloride of liuie. All 
snob should bo washed by themselves. It 
would also be well for those in attendance 
upon the patient to wash their - hands in 
a weak solution ot carbolic acid.

Tbe culinary art forms a part ot the 
education of the women iu Germany. 
The well-to-do tradesmen like the mecha¬ 
nic, takes-pride in seeing his daughters 
good bohse-keepers. To effect this ob¬ 
ject the girl, on leaving school, which she 
does when about fourteen years of age, 
goes through the ceremony of confirma¬ 
tion, and then is placed by her parents 
with a country gentlemen, or in a large 
family, where ske remains 0110 or two 
years, filling what inav also bo termed 
the post of servant, or doing the work of 
one. This is looked upon as an appren 
tiooahip to domostie economy. She dif¬ 
fers lnnn a servant, however, in this— 
she receives no wages ; on tho contrary, 
her parents pay for caro taken of her, 
as well as her clothing. This Is tho first 
step jn her pdipiation as house keeper. 
She next passes, on the same conditions, 
into the kitchen of a rich private family, 
or into that of a hotel of • good repute. 
Here she has control of the expenditures 
of the servants employed in it,and assists 
personally in the cooking, but is always 
addressed as Miss, and is treated by the 
family with deferenoe and consideration. 
Many daughters of rich families receive 
similar training, with this difference,how 
ever, that they receive it in a priucely 
mansion or a royal residence. There is a 
reigning queen in Germany at the present 
time wbo was trained in this way. Con¬ 
sequently tbe women in Germany are 
perfect models of ecouoniy.

yl DIPHTHERIA 

liow TO GUARD AGAINST AND PREVENT ITS 
SPREAD. 


The following recommendations, pub¬ 
lished by the Cleveland Health Officer, in 
order to benefit those not familiar with 
the care of this dangerous disease, may 
be useful to many in this city, where so 
many are at presept suffering from it 

Since diptheria, in a great degree,seems 
to be caused or at least aggravated, by 
filth, especially from that arising lrom 
accumulations of manure, decaying vege¬ 
table matter or other garbage, night soil, 
or other materials liable to decomposition, 
from stagnant water, defective drainage, 
etc., it is necessary to keep the premises 
in every particular as clean as possible. 
Slop waters should not be thrown upon 
tho ground, to soak Into it. Sleeping 
rooms Bhould not connect directly with 
the sewers, from which dangerous gases 
may arise. Good ventilation is very im¬ 
portant, as is also a pure water supply. 

Children should be thoroughly protect¬ 
ed against all undue exposure to cold and 
dampness. 

As the disease is contagious, sometimes 
highly so, it is very necessary, when a 
case ocours in auy family, to place the 
sick person in a room apart from the 
other inmates of the house. If this is not 
practicable the isolation should bo made 
as complete as possible ; the nursing 
should be performed as far as possible 
by dne person. This course should be 
pursued even in suspected casos, with¬ 
out even waiting to bo advised upon 
this point by a physician. Visitors to 
the infected house should bo warned of 
the presence of a contagious disease there 
iq, and children particularly should not 
be admitted. 

Keep your children uway from Ihe 
house, and from inteicourse with the in¬ 
mates of houses where the disease pre¬ 
vails. 

As there is eyery probability that diph¬ 
theria is contagious after death, the fu¬ 
neral selyiees should be strictly private, 
from the house and not from the church, 
aud the corpse should not be exposed to 
view. Do not allow your children to at¬ 
tend the funerals of those who may have 
died from this disease. 

At the outset the disease is very often 
insidi )us, no local symptoms being com¬ 
plained ef nor recognized by the parents 
until too late for successful treatment.

A WEALTHY CHURCH. 

IIOW CATHOLIC PROPERTY HAH IN<’REAMED 
IN CANADA 

Tho arrival and probable permanent 
settlement of the delegate apostolic—for 
his labors will take many a long dav to 
complete—prompt a consideration of the 
relations of the church in Canada with 
the Vatican Long before the British 
conquest tho chnrcb had mado invaluable 
acquisitions of land in Canada. Wherever 
there was arable soil, good fishing, and 
forests privileges, there the church settled 
She became possesed, in the seminary of 
St. Sulpice, of the islands of Montreal 
and Jesus, and v&st tracts on the Ottawa, 
in which the Oka district is included. 
She owns the better part of Quebec, and 
all through the Provinoe her possessions 
are immense. There are in the city of 
Montreal alone, belongings to the various 
ohuroh organizations, exempt from tax 
ation, lands valued at fifteen millions of 
dollars. Of this, two-thirds are the pro¬ 
perty of the Roman Catholic bodies. But 
outside of the regular churoh properties 
comprised under the heads of ohurches, 
presbyteries, convents, seminaries, hos¬ 
pitals and schools, there is a vast amount 
of wealth invested in buildings. The 
nuns have immenso possessions in tho 
commercial heart of the city. The nuns, 
iD fact, are tho smartest business people 
in the church. They manage their con¬ 
cerns with infinite ability, and pile up 
property in a way to make financiers and 
capitalists who call themselves shrewd, 
tear their hair. As they saw the business 
of the city increasing along St. Paul 
street, they cut up their vast domain into 
building lots and ran up massive ware 
houses. The Gray and the Black nous 
took lime by the forelock when Montreal 
was growing, and provided connnerc* 
with the most spacious and convenient of 
quarters. They rail up the value of pro¬ 
perty wherovor they operated, and in 
this way were benefactors t-> the owners 
of real estate. And as land increased 111 
foot value, up went tho routs, until they 
commanded the very host figures in 
Montreal. In order t-» accommodate the 
progress of trade, they tore down, with a 
ruthless hand, the religious houses that 
Lad been land marks for nearly two cen 
turies ; they banished iniquity 111 favor of 
capital, verily they havo had their reward 
Their tenants are mostly Protestants — 
say in the proportion of 11 to 8 —and j 
from these Protestants they derive an im¬ 
mense income. They are good proprie¬ 
tors, invariably endeavoring to make : 
the tenant as comfortable as possible, and 
and bring him to feci that ho is getting , 
the yalue of his money.

PLEVNA HUItBOUNTED BY BUdflIANfl. 

No convoy has succeeded in entering 
Plevna since Gen. Ghourko took com¬ 
mand of the cavalry. The investment is 
now complete. The Imperial tt^rds, as 
fast as they arrived, took np poJWns on 
tho Uussiau left; thus gradually prolong¬ 
ing the line of investment across the 
Lovatz road to the 8olla road. 

The investment by the infantry thus 
extends from the Roumanian positions, 
north-east of Plevna, to the Sofia road on 
tho west. The circle is completed by 
Gourkho’s cavalry, which can cut off all 
supplies, but the Russians are every day 
receiving reinforcements, and there is 
every apucarance that they intend to sur¬ 
round Plevna by a serios of works as the 
Germans did Paris. Tho Russians will 
soon have troops enough to comploto tho 
infantry investment: There is every 
reason to bel’eve Plevna is not victualled 
sufficiently to stand a seigo until the 
spring, and appearances are thatJOsman 
Pasha will attempt, probably unsuccess¬ 
fully, to fight his way out. Tho question 
of a socoud campaign is repolutely faced, 
and tho prospect looks more hopeful for 
I the Russians than since Krundener’s 
j defeat in July. 

The impression prevails that since the 
| recent rains 1 I 10 Russians convinced of 
thu impossibility of wintering in Bui* 
j garin will make a desporate effort to 
effect a reduction of Plevna and defeat 
| Suleiman’s army before their retirement 
j into Roum&niu. Russia would thus stand 
I in a bettor position should diplomacy in¬ 
tervene. 

KIKSIAN VICTORIES. 

A Russian official despatch from 
Tutclimtiza, before Plevna, says, on the 
21th, after a desperate engagement of 
tou hours, Gen. Gourko’s detachment, 
with a portion of the Imperial Guard, 
captured a strong Turkish position be¬ 
tween Gurnji Dubuik and Teliche. 
Gourko then stationed himself on the 
Sofia road, strengthening his position 
with new fortifications. This engage¬ 
ment also resulted in the capture of 
Aclimot Ewsi Pasha with the chief of 
the staff, many other Turkish officers, 
3,000 foot soldiers, ami a regiment of ca¬ 
valry. Four cannon, a quantity of rifles 
and ammunition, were also captured. 
Our loss is unknown,but must have been 
considerable. 

On Sunday iho Russians carried 
Turkish position at Telische, west of 
Plevna. A Pasha, several officers, seven 
companies of Turks, and three cannons 
were captured. 

Grand Duke Nicholas inspected on the 
27*1 h the battlefield at Gorny Dubrinsk. 
The troops aro elated by their victory. 
The Russian loss was 2.500, and the 
Turkish loss nearly equal. Eighty Turk¬ 
ish olficjrs wero taken,and a flag and four 
guns captured. 

Tho Turkish loss at the capture of the 
position near Gorny Dubink, Oct. 24th, 
was 4 ,000 killed besides wounded and 
piisonors. The Russians only stormed 
the position. At the third attempt they 
assert the Turks twice lured them under 
a destructive lire with a white flag. 

Telische was surrounded on the 28th 
by 0110 cavalry, two infantry brigades, 
and a brigade of Cossacks. It was bom¬ 
barded for two hours from seventy-two 
guns and surrendered.

Grand Duke Nicholas inspected on the 
ttuik tho battlefield at Gorny Dubrinsk. 
The troops aro elated by their victory. 
The Russian loss was 2.500 f and tye 
Turkish loss nearly equal. Eighty Ttirifc 
jsh oflicjrs were takon,and a flag and four 
guns captured. 

Tho Turkish loss at the capture of the 
position near Gorny Dubink, Oct. 24th, 
was 4,000 killed besides wounded and 
prisoners. The Russians only stormed 
tho position. At the third attempt they 
assert the Turks twice lured them under 
a destructive fine with a white flag. 

Telische was Biirrounded on the 28th 
by ono cavalry, two infantry brigades, 
and a brigade of Cossacks. It was bom¬ 
barded for two hours from seventy-two 
guns and surrendered. There was no 
assault.

PLEVNA HUIIBOUNI ED BY RUSSIANS. 

No convoy has succeeded in entering 
Plevna siuce Gen. Gbourko took ootn- 
mand of the cavalry. The investment is 
now complete. The Imperial Guards, as 
fast as they arrived, took np positions on 
the Russian left; thus gradually prolong¬ 
ing the line of investment ^ross the 
Lovatz road to the Soda road. 

The investment by the infantry thus 
extends from the Roumanian positions, 
north-east of Plevna, to the Sofia road on 
the west. The circle is completed bv 
Goni kho’s cavalry, which can cut off all 
supplies, but the Russians are every day 
receiving roinforcoments, and there is 
every appearance that they intend to sur¬ 
round Plevna by a series of works as the 
Germans did Paris. The Russians will 
soon have troops enough to comploto tho 
infantry investment: There is every 
reason to believe Plevna is not victualled 
sufficiently to stand a seige until the 
spring, and appearances aro thatJOsman 
Pasha will attempt, probably unsuccess¬ 
fully, to light his way out. Tho question 
of a second campaign is resolutely faced, 
and tho prospect looks more hopeful for 
j the Russians than sinco Krundener’s 
j defeat in July. 

The impression prevails that since the

THE 8TURDY-CARR ABDUCTION. 

FREDERICK STURDY SENTENCED TO TEN, 

AND LOUIS TO TWO YEARS IN THE PENI¬ 
TENTIARY. 

Guelph, Oet. 29.—This afternoon his 
Lordship Mr. Justioe Morrison sentenced 
the prisoners Frederick and Louisa 
Sturdy, for having abduoted and aided 
and abetted in the abduotion of the niece 
of Mr. Sheriff Gow, Miss Annie Mary 
Carr, on the night of the 26 July. 

His Lordship addressed the prisoner, 
and said he entirely oonourred m the 
verdict rendered bv the iury. In your 
case tbe limit the law allows os punish¬ 
ment for the offenoe is fourteen years in 
the Provincial Penitentiary. He said ho 
saw no mitigating circumstance in his 
caso. He had ample opportunity to reflect 
after getting Miss Carr into the cab and 
during the journey to Hamilton. It was 
a deliberately planned abduction of the 
young women, and had been carried out 
in the most cruel, heartless, and brutal 
manner. Notwithstanding her entreaties 
for mercy, she was carried to Hamilton 
on that wretched night, ana although he 
did not wish to harass the prisoner’s feel¬ 
ings he must refer to tho deliberate viola¬ 
tion of her person, with ajview of compel¬ 
ling her to go through a marriage cere* 
mony as a means to cover the principal 
portion of crime. This was the first case 
of this nature whioh had oocurred in 
Ontario, and he felt it to be his duty to 
society, to morality, and to the public to 
punish him, as well as make an example 
to others. It was extremely depldraole 
to see a person like tho prisoner iu his 
shameful position, and although counsel 
had urged unoontroltable passion and 
affection as a motive for the crime, he 
had hud, as he said, ample opportunity 
to dosist before tbe crimo was complete. 
The sent once of the Court, therefore,Xis 
that you be confihod for ten years in the 
Provincial Peniteutiary. 

The Prisoner said he had not been 
guilty of tho gross things charged against 
him by Miss Carr, and that ho had no 
opportunity to havo witnosBoa to prove 
him correct in his statement.

STRUCK BV LIGIITNINO. 

The famous family seat of the Duke of 
Argyle at In vorary was severely damaged 
by a fire which broke out on tho 12th ult 
The Princess Louise and hor husband, 
Lord Lome, at well os the Duke and Du¬ 
chess of Argylo and ether members of tbe 
family, were sleeping iu ihe house at the 
time. As usual in a nobleman’s home, 
the means to subdue a fire when once it 
has broken out wore ineffective, and for a 
long time the water supply was miserably 
insufficient. Headed by tho Duke and 
Lord Lome everybody worked with a 
will nt passing the buckets filled at a 
neighboring stream, and scon all the ten¬ 
antry and townspeople were on the spot 
to help. Tho accounts differ as to how 
the fire was first discovered. According 
to ono report, a fisherman going to the 
harbour saw the flames burst out of tho 
top of the great central tower,and at once 
gavo an alarm, and in u very short time 
all the members of the family, including 
the Duke and Duchess of Argyle, the 
Marquis of Lorno and Princess Louise, 
who wore in tho ckstle at tho timo of tho 
outbreak, and had to take refuge in the 
Argylo Hotel. By this time a large num¬ 
ber of the townspeople had arrived in the 
park, and with the servants were busily 
at work in removing the more valuable 
effects and extinguishing tho flames. 
Owing to tho fact that tho main walls, 
galleries, aud staircases vvere stone, the 
conflagration was limited to ono part of 
the building, and some of the principal 
rooms wera saved by the solid character 
of the masonry and by a copious applica¬ 
tion of water. Tho billiard room, aud 
several bed rooms had their contents 
quite destroyed. Many thousands of 
pounds will havo to he oxponded in restor¬ 
ing the interior of this noble mansion. 
Tho pictures aud other valuables weie re¬ 
moved in safety. Among tho picturos is 
a portrait of tho great Marquis of Argylo 
and his son, who were both beheaded, and 
many other family portraits. Tno Queen 
was early apprised by telegram of the 
safety of tho Princess and tho other 
memners of the Argylo family. The fire 
was visible for ten miles. The cause of 
the conflagration is unknown. Tire castle 
remained on fire from 4 a. m. till i ) a. m.

Shad In Lake Ontario. 

The Rochester Union says :—“Our 
distinguished fellow citizen. Seth Green, 
has just received information that ip not 
only gratifying to him but of very consid¬ 
erable interest to tho public. It is of a 
nature that confirm*. Mr. Green's judg¬ 
ment that shad can bo successfully pro¬ 
pagated iu the large lakes. The informa¬ 
tion come from J. A. Howard, of Port 
Ontario, and is accompanied by proof 
of the news * conveyed. Mr. Howard 
sends a hue male shad, weighing live and 
a half pounds, which ho says was caught 
in a gill net six or seven miles out in 
Lake Ontario, off Port Ontario, at the 
mouth of Salmon River. The fish is the 
largest of its kind yet caught ip tho lake, 
aud is ouo of those placed iu its waters 
by Mr. Green in the year IH72. The 
attempt to introduce tho fish in fresh 
water was an experiment, It is now no 
longer in the list of experiments, but a 
matter of certainty. The fish have been 
caught at various points on tho kike ever 
since the fry who put in, aud appear to 
grow as rapidly and possess all the 
qualities of the shad that are caught iu 
salt water. Mr. Green now intends to 
go on with the work of supplying the 
lake with a large quantity of shad by 
liberating fry. States bordering' the 
upper lakes have also tried tho experi¬ 
ment of raisin-' shad in those waters, and 
tho people will be pleased to hear that 
everything points t«» tho success of the 
movement. The French King wcjio wished 
to see a fowl in the pot of every db-asaut 
in his dominion, could not carry out 'his 
desire ; but Seth Green may pjneo a shad 
on tho table of every huuso in the 
State.” 

The Belleville Intelligencer adds, in

Wahuiwoton, Oct. 84.—The oflichU re¬ 
port of the Sitting Bull Commission 
states that after the conference, the Can¬ 
adian 1 authorities conferred with Sitting 
Bull, and, in answer to the request of 
the Commission as to what transpired, 
Col AfcLood addressed them, stating he 
endeavored to impress on the Indians 
tho importance of their answer. lie 
contradicted their assertion that they 
wore British Indians, and pointod out 
their only liopo was the buffalo, and it 
would not bo long before this supply 
would cease. They could expect nothing 
bosidos protection from tho Queen’s 
Government while they behaved them¬ 
selves. He warned them their decision 
affected thorn and their childron. He 
told them tlivy must not cross the line 
with hostile intent, and urged them to 
caary his words to tho camp and tell 
their young men. IIo also pointed out. 
that n few iudiscroet young warriors 
might involve them seriously. They un¬ 
animously adhere to their nuswer, and 
promised to observo what ho told them. 
Col. AfcLood thinks they will not cross 
the line, at any rate not for somo time to 
come. 

Slmd In Lake Ontario. 

The Rochester Union says :—“Our 
distinguished fellow-citizen. Seth Green, 
has just received information that is not 
only gratifying t*> Him but of very consid¬ 
erable interest to the public. It is of a 
nature that confirms. Mr. Green's judg¬ 
ment that slmd can bo successfully pr*;- 
imgutod in tho largo lakes. The informa¬ 
tion come from J. A. Howard, of Port 
i hPario, and is accompanied by proof 
of the news' convoyed. Mr. Howard 
sends a lino male slmd, weighing ttvo and 
a half pounds, which ho says was caught 
in a gill net »i\ or seven miles out in 
Lake Ontario, off Port Ontario, nt the 
mouth of Salmon River. The fish is the 
largest of its kind yet oaught in tho lake, 
and is one of those placed iu its waters 
by Mr. Green in the year 1«72. Tho 
attempt to introduce tho lish in fresh 
water was an experiment. It is now no 
longer iu the list of exporilnenU, but a 
matter of certainty. The lisli have been 
caught at various points on the lake ever 
since the fry wire put in, and appear to 
grow as rapidly and possess all tho 
qualities of the slmd that are caught in 
salt water. Mr. Green now intends to 
g«» on with the work of supplying the 
lake with a large quantity of shad by 
liberating fry.

THE DEFENDANT IN LIQUOR CASES 

UK IS NOT A COMPETENT OR COMPELLABLE 
WITNESS. 

Chief Justice Harrison, by the judg¬ 
ment he delivered iu the case of the 
Queen v. Roddy, has set at rest the 
question that has long trouble legal men 
— whether or not it is proper to make tflie 
defendants in liquor prosecutions, under 
the Crooks Act, competent or compellable 
witnesses. The appellant iu this case 
was convicted on his own testimony, 
being mode a witness lor the Crown. In 
t-bis city, where prosecutions for violations 
of the liquor law have daily taken up a 
great deal of the time and attention of 
the Folice Magistrate, eyer sinoe tho Aot 
came into operation, the Attorney, when 
the evitlence has been weak and there 
seemed no possibility of a convictiou, has, 
to make out % case, called the defendant 
to the witness stand, and, under oath, 
elicited admissions from him which sub¬ 
jected him to fine or imprisonment. The 
Chief Justice, in the judgment shows 
whore the Local Legislature was at fault 
in passing tfj law, and points out that 
all convictions made by this means were 
altogether unconstitutional, und to be 
shunned in future.--Mail.

Moantiine 
her mother was s> overwhelmed with 
grief when fcln’Mi painful revelations caiiio 
to light that she was taken seriously ill, 
and on S iturday last, in a moment of 
desperation, pois< nod herself with a lotion 
which it is supposed hpr daughter had 
been using to produce abortion, and dicu 
within mi hour after taking the draught. 
Another inquest was held,- and a verdict 
of ‘ Death by her own hands ’ was ren¬ 
dered."

OPENING TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 

Practical Direction* for Shipping: 

To the Editor of the Belleville Intelligencer. 

Sny—i trust the iiocesiiiy of fts.’istiog 
nny branch of tr.nlo Let ween Canada and 
Ertglahd and fhus avoiding tlu? impost of 
20 per cent., to whiclj our surplus agri¬ 
cultural products have been heretofore 
subjected on entering the United States, 
will be regarded a sufficient excuse for my 
frequent intrusion upon your valuable 
space. The trade in horses, cattle, sheep 
and dead ni.iat may now be considered 
permanently established. Not yet, how¬ 
ever, with poultry and eggs, and with an 
earnest hope that these articles may ap¬ 
pear in our glowing list of exports, 1 beg 
to lay the following information before 
your leaders : To give an idea as to the 
extent of the increasing demand for these 
comm xlities, I cannot do better than 
quote fro m tl»e return just issued by the 
Board of Trade, from which I glean that 
in the seven months ending .‘{1st duly 
last, poultry to the value of ill4,741 was 
imported into England ; this amount, 
compared with the corresponding period 
in 1875, is £20,840 less. The increased 
price of fowl of all kinds does not tend t" 
prove that the dtcrease in the supply has 
been met by an extended home produe* 
tion# 

Your readers will, 1 dare say, leinem 
her that witu tho first largo importation 
of fresh meat ever made from America t • 
England, Fehiiptry, 1874, I also had one 
and a half tons of poultry : this was scut 
to dealers in London and realised a fair 
paying profit. Several shipments hav- 
since boon made, both alive and dead, 
but, owing to insufficient care taken in 
selection and packing.also that they were 
not consigned to unities in the trade who 
could secure a rapid dsposal of' the same, 
the attempts proved imsucccfl-ful and the 
shippers were disheartened. With a 
view of assistin'.; tho successful initiation 
of this business I gained the t dlowing 
information from Mr .Limes ituddin, St.

BOGUS HALF-DOLLARS. 
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A! KAYKR ON TUB WEST WAY TO 
DRTKCT TUB)!. 
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Counterfeiters generally content them¬ 
selves with the cheap aud quiet process 
of casting from moulds, though sometimes 
they strike the pieoen from dies. The 
mould is made from the genuine coins 
and yields a fac simile. Thsy use a type 
metal, somewhat hard and sonorous by 
tho addition of copper, and the whole be* 
ing slightly silvered over in a battery, 
and thegato neatly ribbed ont on the 
edge. Such a piece may pass while fresh 
and new. They are, however, rather too 
white and too thick, or if of the right 
thickness, too light. 

There is something about the genuine 
coin that ordinarily puts it above suspi¬ 
cion, particularly after the new white 
surface has given place to the inimitable 
mnfc-tenihb tint. It may be abused by 
hooting, or staining, or by contact with 
gum-elastic bands. It has been disfigured 
with tin-foil, for the small purpose of pro¬ 
voking a bet. In rare cases it may havo 
a flaw at the edge, or shut in, which de¬ 
stiny* the ring. Hot generally it speaks 
well for itstlf as to color and sonority. 

The genuineness of a half dollar is 
something worth looking after, to any of 
us, and especially to storekeepers, taking 
them often through the day. It is, there¬ 
fore, worth tho trouble to have on the 
counter ono or two witnesses easy to bo 
had. 

Kirsf A balance, which need be no 
more than a thin strip of wood e»ght or 
ten inches long neatly poised. Place a 
good pioee on one end and tho suspected 
one on the other and have a weight of 
three grains at hand. If tho difference 
is more than that, decline taking tho 
piece. 

Second-A liquid toBt, composed as 
follows: Twenty-four grains of nitrate of 
silver in crystals ; one gramme (say fif¬ 
teen grains) of nitric acid aiul ono ounce 
of water. Any druggist can put this up, 
in a small bottle with. a pointed glass 
stopper, made for lifting drops, taking 
care to use pure ingredients. Remove a 
little of the surface of the coin by a knife, 
aud then touoh the placo with a drop 
from tile stopper. If good, there will be 
no action ; if had, it blackens at once.

Fenny Banks in the Public Schools 

The subject * sohool savings banks, 
touched upon by Mr. John P. Townsend 
in a paper read at a recent meeting of the 
American Social Soionco Association, is 
too important to be lost sight of now that 
it has been formally introduced to pub¬ 
lic notice in this country. * On tho other 
side of the Atlantic banks of this kind 
have been in operation a number of years 
with unquestionable success, so that ob¬ 
jectors to the introduction of a like syf 
tern here cannot plead that the scheme is 
impracticable or untried. 

The management ot a penny school 
bank may bo described very briefly as 
follows :—Once a week an hour is set 
apart for tho collection by tho mastor and 
his assistant of the trifling sums savod by 
the pupils from their pocket-money ; each 
p ipil has Heard or book on which are en- 
tqml the amounts and dates of deposits, 
a corresponding account hoiug kept on 
the master’s hook; and tho gross sum 
thus collected is deposited in a savings 
bank of approved clinracter to the credit 
<>t tho school. As soon as tho pupil’s de¬ 
posits reach a sum, say, of three dollars, 
u separate account is opened in his name, 
and his capital Logins t > draw interest ; 
im-amvhilo, the accumulated pence and 
shillings of tho 1 -ss fortunate, depositors, 
if tlu-y amount in gross to •kn interest- 
hearing sum, have a yearly ' income of 
iheii own, which is used to defray the cx 
pen■»< 1 of stationery, etc., used in the 
secondary hanking operations, any sur¬ 
plus (Ital may remain being at the dis 
posel <-f the contributing pupils. Some¬ 
time this surplus is divided equitably 
amo'.g them and adHed to their respective 
<h*| * its, «»r, again, it may bo voted as a 
gift l * sumo charitable fund.
